of radioactive waste and into the DOE’s competence to carry out such a 
plan.”’ 

A motion to accept this resolution as printed; passed. 

Judy Johnson of Eastview voiced her concern about the potential 
growth in the Eastview area, and what steps should be taken to insure 
monitored growth. This issue would be considered by the planning board 
and by the Southwest Regional Planning. 

The meeting recessed to count ballots.

We have examined the financial statements of the various 
funds and account groups of the Town of Harrisville, New 
Hampshire, for the year ended December 31, 1986, and have issued 
our report dated January 12, 1987. As part of our examination, 
we made a study and evaluation of the Town's system of internal 
accounting control to the extent we considered necessary to 
evaluate the system as required by generally accepted auditing 
standards. Under these standards, the purpose of such _ an 
evaluation is to establish 9 basis for reliance on the system of 
internal accounting control in determining the nature, timing, 
and extent of auditing procedures that are necessary for 
expressing an opinion on the financial statements. 


The objective of internal accounting control is to provide 
reasonable, but not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of 
assets against loss from unauthorized use or disposition and the 
reliability of ‘financial ~recondsOtfor preparing financial 
statements and maintaining accountability for assets. The 
concept of reasonable assurance recognizes that the cost of a 
system of internal accounting control should not exceed derived 
benefits and that evaluation of these factors necessarily 
requires estimates and judgments. 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in 
considering the potential effectiveness of any system of internal 


accounting control. In the performance of most control 
procedures, errors can result from misunderstanding of 
instructions, mistakes of judgment, carelessness or other 


personal factors. Control procedures whose effectiveness depends 
upon segregation of duties can be circumvented by collusion. 
Similarly, control procedures can be circumvented intentionally 
with respect to the estimates and judgments required in _ the 
preparation of the financial statements. Further, projection of 
any evaluation of internal accounting control to future periods 
is subject to the risk that the procedures may become’ inadequate 
because of “changes” n° condiftronsystand® that” the “degree of 
compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 


Our study of the system of internal accounting control for 
the year ending December 31, 1986, would not necessarily disclose 
all weaknesses in the system because it was based on selective 
tests of accounting records and related data. The study = and 
evaluation disclosed no conditions which we consider’ to. be 
material weaknesses. 
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However, during our examination we became aware of several 
matters that, while not involving material weaknesses in internal 
accounting control, are opportunities for strengthening internal 
controls and operating efficiency 


SELECTMEN'S MEETING MINUTES 


As we have previously reported, in our opinion the minutes 
of Selectmen's meetings do not consistently meet the requirements 
OfeeNew “Hampshire | RSA BitA-1 I-22. We again recommend that an 
attempt be made to meet these requirements. 


TAX WARRANT 


No formal tax warrants for property and resident were 
presented for audit as part of the tax collector's, records. We 
believe it to be extremely important that a formal tax commitment 
document be prepared by the Board of Selectmen in order to insure 
that all legal steps are taken to insure the collection of taxes. 


TAX SALES SOLD TO OTHERS 


In the past two years the tax sale was purchased by outside 
parties. When redemptions on tax sales are made the Tax 
Collector remits them to the Town with the regular remittance and 


the Town pays’ the- purchaser. This is in accordance with 
procedure fomerequired by “Che N.H2 Department of Revenue 
Administration. However due to the potential liability in 


connection with these transactions we believe that the Board of 
Selectmen should record the cash receipt and disbursement of the 
funds separately and that a reconciliation of the activity should 
be separately prepared. 


TOWN TREASURER 


We noted that the checking account does not have a statement 
date which coincides with the last day of the month. We believe 
that monthly reconciliation would be facilitated if all account 
statements were on the last day of the month. 


ACOOUNTING REOORDS 


The bookkeeping system used for cash disbursements. is 
cumbersome and antiquated. While the information provided by the 
system is accurate there are several commercially available 
systems which require considerably less time and effort to 
operate. We believe Town Officials should consider a change in 
the bookkeeping system for cash disbursements.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Harrisville, like many neighboring towns, has begun to take a serious 
look at its future growth potential and the resulting effect on the com- 
munity and its natural resources. Our Conservation Commission attended 
and sponsored several workshops which pertained to wetlands and their 
identification, soils and the interpretation of the planning process, and the 
State’s program of Current Use.

If adopted at Town Meeting, the ordinances will authorize the 
Town to oversee and regulate development within or near these fragil 
areas. These ordinances will be important steps towards protecting our 
natural resources and we hope the Citizens of Harrisville will support 
their passage.

9 
a.m.-noon, the Library is also open on Monday and Wednesday mornings 
from 9 a.m.-noon during July and August.

MARL-HARRIS AMBULANCE REPORT — 1986 


In 1986 Marl-Harris responded to 148 calls. We recorded 132 emergen- 
cies and 16 non-emergencies. Emergency runs included 16 motor vehicle 
accidents including 1 assist to Dublin. There were 30 calls to Harrisville. 
Again our receiving hospitals were Keene, Peterborough and Hanover. 

Through your generosity we have purchased monitors for all am- 
bulance personnel which has greatly reduced our response time. We also 
purchased a Ferno head immobilizer, 2 bunker coats, two helmets and 
two sets of fire proof gloves for more safety in hazardous situations. We 
had donated to us a new Reeves Sleeve for our backboard which makes for 
a safer and more secure handling of patients requiring its use. 

All personnel are current in their training and always participating in 
extra training. The ambulance is always mechanically maintained and 
well equipped above state standards. 

Our sincere and grateful thanks to fire depts. police and selectmen for 
their assistance and guidance through 1986. 

Some 3530 miles and in excess of 1,500 volunteer hours later, we stand 
ready and willing to serve you, our two towns of Marlborough and Har- 
risville.

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HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


The Historic District Commission was created in 1969, by the town in ac- 
cordance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire. The purpose of the 
Commission is to regulate ‘‘construction, alteration, moving, demolition 
or use of structures and place’’ within the Historic District. 

In recent years the commission has become much busier than in the 
past, due both to increased activity in the Historic District and greater 
awareness by building owners of the necessity of a building permit. This 
year we have reviewed many proposed changes within the district. These 
have ranged from building modifications (additions, windows, storm 
doors, paint and roofing) to landscaping (fences, stonewalls, raised leach 
fields) and change of use (multi-family housing). 

The commission meets the first Tuesday of each month when there are 
proposals to review. Property owners in the village Historic District who 
want to make changes should submit a written application at least ten 
days prior to a meeting. Often site inspections need to be arranged and up 
to thirty days may elapse before a decision is reached, so owners should 
not wait until the last minute. 

The Historic District Commission is an important resource which 
benefits the entire town. The Commission serves as a continuing source of 
information and guidance about protecting the historic and architectural 
value of properties, and as a means of preserving the beauty and heritage 
of Harrisville.

Historic Harrisville, Inc. entered a new phase in 1986 with a revised, 
long range Operating Plan derived from our original goal ‘‘to 
preserve . . .the quality, beauty and historical significance of the village 
and environment of Harrisville.’’

Landowners, and other citizens concerned about the conservation and 
protection of properties in Harrisville, are particularly encouraged to at- 
tend our meetings. 

Work toward the conservation of the Edwin Heald field and property in 
Harrisville village, through protective covenants, has progressed and we 
hope to complete that project this year. Additionally, the Karl Robinson 
house in Chesham Village was purchased in December and will have 
covenants placed in its deed. 

The Multiple Resource Nomination has been completed and submitted, 
and contains many new photographs and maps which will be of continued 
use and interest. Final decision on the Nomination is pending. In addition 
to these new photographs, we have received many old photos of Harris- 
ville people and places, courtesy of John Johnson, Rus French, Carrie 
McDonald and others. We hope to be able to copy and catalog more old 
photographs this year. 

Historic Harrisville is a public, non-profit foundation and we welcome 
anyone to our meetings, which are usually held the last Saturdays of April 
and October.

ANNUAL REPORT 1986 


The addition of alternate members has proven instrumental in placing 
the Board in an aggressive position on matters of fundamental planning. 

Earth Excavation regulations (RSA 155 E) were prepared and adopted 
and numerous subdivisions and boundary adjustments acted on. 

The Conservation Commission and Planning Board have developed 
drafts for four ordinances related to Zoning and Planning for approval of 
the voters. 

1. Establishment of a Wetlands District which will give the town 
authority to regulate use of land in identified wetland areas. 


2. A Steep Slopes ordinance which empowers the Town to 
regulate and guide uses of land in areas where land slopes in 
excess of limits of the regulations. 


3. Capital Improvements Program will authorize the Board to 
prepare and amend a recommended program of capital im- 
provements (as provided in the Harrisville Master Plan) pro- 
jected over a period of six (6) years, generally projects exceed- 
ing $10,000 in cost. 


4. Site Plan Reviews will authorize the Board to prepare regula- 
tions for review of plans for non-residential tract development 
or multi-family dwelling units. 


We expect a return to a high level of service from the South Western 
Regional Planning Commission and recommend the funding of $1,033.60 
for membership dues. 

The Board misses Mr. House, with his years of experience and wisdom. 
The Chairman is personally indebted to Bill for his unfailing assistance on 
the several occasions it was requested.

During the year your Fire Department responded to a total of sixty 
emergencies. A break-down of these calls can be found at the end of the 
report.

We had several members attend Meadowood Fire School, and during the 
year two of our members completed requirements as N.H. Certified Fire 
Fighters. As a result of retirement and job moves, we lost three personnel 
during the year, and presently have TWO VACANCIES ON THE 
ROSTER. We would welcome inquiries from anyone interested. 

We also continued to work on Fire Prevention education, and held ses- 
sions for children at both Wells Memorial School and Mountain Mis- 
sionary Institute. May I also remind everyone that the laws of New Hamp- 
shire require that a HARD WIRE SMOKE ALARM SYSTEM BE IN- 
STALLED IN ALL NEW CONSTRUCTION — AND SMOKE ALARMS 
MAKE GOOD SENSE IN EVERY HOME! 

In closing, on behalf of the town I would also like to thank the members 
of the Fire Company for their continued volunteer work on the new station 
(over 2,000 hours to date). Also a thank-you to everyone who supported the 
financial drive — and/or gave materials or equipment to the effort.

This phase has been completed as a result of the volunteer labor of 
many, assistance from the town Highway Department employees, dona- 
tions of materials from area merchants, and financial support from 
everyone who contributes to the Fire Company Equipment Fund. 

Members of the Department contributed nearly 1,000 hours of volunteer 
work in 1986 (to 1/11/87), and spent nearly $10,000 in Company funds. Our 
Road Agent, Wes Tarr, and his crew worked hard to see that our water 
and septic systems were installed before freeze-up, and also rough-graded 
the upper parking lot.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1985 and June 1986, we experienced fewer fires than normal. The 
two leading causes of forest fires were again children and fires kindled without 
written permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are preventable, but only 
with your help. 

Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. 
Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of State 
Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, 
your assistance is needed. 

If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law may be 
violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 

If you own forest land, you become responsible for the timber tax payment start- 
ing April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all forest 
landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

With calls averaging two a day 
throughout 1986 things have been busy. As we have seen in the past the 
calls vary greatly. The police department has been called for things as 
simple as helping an animal out of a tree to the far more serious such as 
an untimely death and everything in between. 

I would like, once again, to remind everyone to please call Mutual Aid 
(352-1100) whenever you need police assistance. They are far better equip- 
ped to get you help or even to record messages than the individual 
officer’s home.

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ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 


This year the district formed an Ad Hoc Committee to study future 
enrollments and facilities. Five-year enrollment projections, completed 
with help from the State Department of Education, show that the grades 
1-6 student population will grow from the present enrollment of 62 to 90 by 
the 1991-92 school year. A committee to develop a plan for the district to 
cope with anticipated growth is essential during the 1987-88 school year. 
Action must be taken at the 1988 school district meeting to accommodate 
the future school needs of Harrisville students. Your participation and in- 
volvement is welcomed. Call committee chairman, George Saunders 
(827-3470) if interested. 

With this report are charts showing the 1987-88 proposed school district 
budget increased by ten percent with a dollar increase over the present 
year of $49,930. Regular and special education tuitions make up nearly 
half of the proposed budget and account for a 22.6% increase. Salary and 
benefit increases for personnel show an 8.48% rise. Both of the above in- 
creases are directly related to an increase in student population (K-12). 

We have been fortunate to have had a strong staff at Wells Memorial 
School with continued community support and parental involvement 
under the leadership of Dorothy Frazier. These factors have helped us to 
overcome facility needs up until this time. 

However, the clock is running out. We must replace or add on to the 
present facility that can no longer give the service that should be given to 
provide Harrisville children with the start they should have. Our students 
are an investment in our future and an expense that will pay back the 
community for years to come. 

It has been a privilege to have worked with so many fine people in Har- 
risville. Thank you for your cooperation.

In September we started serving an alternative to anyone who requests 
it, to the main course. The alternative is a non-meat menu. We have had 
yogurt and seeds or nuts, cottage cheese, peanut butter, and vegetarian 
beans as a substitute to our meat menus. The vegetarian menu seems to 
be a popular addition to our lunch program. 
Our snack program in the morning continues to be popular with staff, 
students and parents. We serve about 40 snacks each day. 
I continue to enjoy working with the staff and students at Wells 
Memorial and hope for a long association with the school.
